Washington, Feb. 1.—The river and 


harbor Ml!, as It passed the senate yes- 
terday afternoon, contains a provision 
inserted by the committee on com- 
merce, directing the waterways com- 
mission to make an Investigation as to 
the 
"advisability and 
feasibility" of 


constructing the proposed canal from 
Lake Erit% to Lake Michigan "by way 
nf Maumee river and Fort Wayne or 
other direct and feasible route." 
The 


bill carries appropriations aggregating 
about fSG.000,000. 


Xews of the senate's action in the 


new effort to get a hearing for the pro- 
posed barge canal connecting; Toledo 
and Chicago by way of Fort Wayne 
will be extremely gratifying to the 
Fort Wayne forces which Inaugurated 
the proposition and have contended for 
It against a long scries of discourage- 
ments, but have never given up hopes. 


More than a year ago the house com- 


mittee on rivers and harbors received 
the matter, had it under considera- 
tion for some weeks and gave hearing 
to advocates of the plan. 
Then the 


committee held that it did not have 
Jurisdiction and 
declined to further 


consider it. At this juncture Senator 
Be.veridge attempted to get favorable 
action by the senate, but his labors at 
that time came to naught. 


The United States,engineering corps 


gave Instructions for"a preliminary in- 
spection of the proposed route, but no 
appropriation bill has yet been passed 
by congress to take up a survey of the 
proposed canal.

To Set Gossip at Rest. 


It is assumed that tho government

crown, than to set at rest for all time 
the story immediately involving the 
person of the king. 
The public was 


admitted to the court room, but the 
police took every precaution to bar 
suspicious characters. Among the not-

\vas Homo Secretary 


Winston'Churchill. 


The crown wa.s represented by Sir 


John A. Simon, the solicitor general; 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, the attorney general 
and Public Prosecutors Roylatt and 
Mulr. The latter conducted the prose- 
cution of Dr. Hu-wley H. Crippen, who 
was convicted of the murder of his 
wife, Belle Elmore, the actress. 


Defendant His Own Counsel. 


Opposing this 
brilliant array of 


counsel was no one but the defendant 


[..who. o.ie,c.ted., t<j.,-c(jnduf t..hls ow.n. 
It' is understood 'he asked that 


King George be subpoenaed as a wit- 
ness but this was not permitted, as 
the summoning of his majesty to the 
witness box would be unconstitutional. 


After the formalities of opening the 


proceedings were concluded' Mylius be- 
gan his case by demanding the return 
of. his private letters which he assert- 
ed had been seized in gross violation 
of his legal rights. He then said: 


"I wish to ask whether tho king is 


present. 
I demand his presence be- 


cause every accused 
person has the 


right to be confronted by -bis accuser; 
and secondly, because In a libel case 
the prosecutor must be in court in 
order that the defendant may see him; 
and thirdly, because there is no proof 
that 
the prosecutor 
is at present 


alive." 
Not Lawful for the King to B« There. 


Chief Justice Alverstone. replied: 
"Thai has already been the subject 


of an application before me and you 
know perfectly well that the king can- 
not be here." 


Sir .Rufus then opened the prosecu- 


tion. He said the alleged libel attacked 
the king's honor and was intended to 
lower him in the esteem of right 
minded citizens. 
The libel, he said, 


was of the grossest character 
awd 


charged his majesty with having con- 
tracted a shameful marriage at Malta 
in 1890 with the daughter of Admiral 
Sir Michael Seymour by which there 
had been an offspring and that his 
majesty had "foully abandoned" this 
lady in order that be might marry the 
princess. 
The charge had been re- 


pented thrice, first on November 23, 
and last in an article entitled "Sancti- 
fied Bigamy," which said "we were of- 
fered a spectacle of immorality in its 
sickly, beastly -monstrosity. 
The king 


had committed the crime of bigamy 
with the complicity of. the prelate o£ 
the Anglican church. He has a super- 
fluity of wives like a.'sultan." 


No Truth in the Story. 


Raising his voice and with a dra- 


matic gesture, tho. attorney 
general 


exclaimed: 


"I t^ll you at once there is not the 


faintest vestige of truth In those state- 
ments." 


-After 
producing letters 
showing 


Mylius' connection with Editor .Tames, 
.Sir Rtifus said that he regretted the 
disadvantage wliiclt bis majesty suf- 
fered in not lif.'insr aMo to appear in 
court and deny these allegations under 
oath. Tin's was an absolute incapacity 
which Uie kinp could not waive at will.

The explosion wrecked everything 


In the vicinity of the pier and shook 
Manhattan island, Brooklyn nnd the 
country within 20 miles of Jer.spy City. 
Window glass was smashed In thou- 
sands of sky scrapers in New York, 
including the financial district. Panics 
folloii-od In a .score of big buildings, 
but no casualties from this source are 
reported. 


At First a Mystery. 


It was 
difficult at Hrst to learn 


where the explosion had occurred a nil 
for a. time it was erroneously located 
at the Standard Oil plant at Bayonne, 
X. J., at Governors Island, the mili- 
tary post -which is the headquarters 
of this department and the subway. 
It was not until the Jersey City po- 
lice appealed to New York for am- 
bulances and surgeons that any of- 
ficial knowledge of the scene of the 
disaster was made known. This was 
nearly an Iiour after the explosion. 
The concussion set off (Ire alarms in 
many parts of' New York and the 
clatter of fire apparatus aAid the shrill 
shrieks of the fire engine sirens added 
to the confusion. Men and women 
swarmed out of the buildings, some 
of them by the fire escape route and 
added to the confusion. The firemen 
hunted In vain for a blaze. 


Estimates of Killed. 


Estimates o£ the killed or fatally in- 


jured run all the 
-way 
from a half 


aozeri up-.lo-a'.scor* or".more'."'A"cchrtit'e" 
figures were impossible to obtain as 
the immediate scene of the explosion 
was utterly devastated and It is be- 
lieved .that men working close by were 
blown to hits. The number of' injured 
both at the scene of the explosion and 
in this city and surrounding territory 
runs into iiuuJreds. The greater part 
of the injuries was caused by flying 
glass In the breaking of thousands of 
windows. 


Vice President Besler, of the Jersey 


Central, said that besides the ten to 
twelve men missing from the pier the 
loss of life might be largely increased 
through fatalities on the boats near by 
which were destroyed by the explo- 
sion. 


Two bonts have completely disap- 


peared, Mr. Besler said. These are the 
Katherine ,W.. a dynamite boat, and 
the McAllister No. 20. a tugboat. 


Conditions of Panic. 


Instead they found tho streets dan- 


gerously crowded and the sidewalks 
covered 
with 
broken glass, 
while 


frightened store keepers guarded their 
exposed wares,

heavy in many sections of Jersey City 
and the result of the explosion re- 
sembled the visitation of an e-arth- 
nu:ike.

;; PLANS WORK FOR COMMERCIAL • CLUB'S 
? 
COMMISSION GOVERNMENT' COMMITTEE 


Chairman T. F. Thiemc Addrcs scs Membership Outlining Ills Views 


on Jfeed for Improved Form of Government for Fort Wayne 
and Other Indiana Cities—What It is Hoped to Accomplish. 


Theodore F. Thlemo, chairman of the 


Commercial club's committee of 
fifty 


recently named to further the move- 
ment to secure an improved form of 
municipal government for Fort Wayne 
and other Indiana cities, has addressed 
a letter to the committee membership 
in which he outlines some o£ the argu- 
ments which have led him to take up 
the support of the movement. He ex- 
plains, also, in a. general way. a part 
of the work planned for the committee. 
Mr. Thleme's letter is In part as fol- 
lows: 


"I am thoroughly convinced from ob- 


servation and study that our present 
system of political city government is 
out of date, ruinously expensive and 
extravagantly wasteful, with <no bright 
spot in tho city's plans to look for- 
ward to. Anyone who will impartially 
investigate .and do a 
little thinking 


upon the subject must find the propo- 
sition a very simple one to decide. The 
fact that our cities have managed to 
exist and even prosper under the old 
system signifies nothing—only demon- 
strates than an American eity can ex- 
ist in spite of the antiquated system 
employed in conducting its affairs. 


When Old System Started. 


When the present system of elect- 


ing officials through political parties 
was framed, giving expression to tiie 
policy and the will of tlie people, it 
was at a time when the city sewer was 
tho open rlitch, the 
waterworks 
the 


back yard pump, the electric light the 
tallow candle, the paved streets dirt or 
cobble stones, ana when the financial 
system required only enough money 
to pay a few officials. 
At this period 


the system fulfilled its purpose. Since 
then city management has developed 
from 
a 
political government into a 


great business anrl manufacturing en- 
terprise ns we have it today; and in- 
stead of having politicians to interpret 


a policy, we need men with business 


and mechanical training to 
manage 


the various large enterprises in which 
our money is being invested. It should 
be no more venturesome or complicated 
to readjust the system under which 
our city operates than it would be to 
change that of a business or manufac- 
turing corporation. 


Farce and a Reflection. 


"To my mind it is not only a farce, 


but a reflection upon our common sense 
and business capacity to 'stand by, in 
fact co-operate year after year in put- 
ting 
inexperience 
men into office to 


manage affairs thnt arc as complicated 
and difficult as any that exist in manu- 
facturing 
or 
business enterprises 


However, under our present system no 
other plan can be adopted, because we. 
are 
expected, through 
one political 


party or the other, to give expression 
to our policies and to decide questions 
usually of :i political nature. 
"With 


each 
recurring election new issues 


come up ir, regular order or are cre- 
ated, enabling the party that is out 
to come into control, when the entire 
list "f officials who have gained some 
experience and knowledge nf [heir re- 
spective departments are thrown out, 
to be replaced by nnotlier set of in- 
experienced men 
or apprentices, 
as

ranged a committee on law. a commit- 
'tee on finance with Mr. Paul Mossirian, 
chairman, and a committee on pub- 
licity with Mr. C. R. Lane, .chairman. 
The committee on Ian- Is preparing a 
charter to be submitted to the large 
committee before finm adoption, and

shall 
be known as the Fort 


Wayne Commercial club charter. The 
committee on finance is expected to

Harmony Helps the Pitchers 


New York. Feb. 1.—Christy Mathewson 


believes each pitcher should have his 
own catcher, and he gives some good 
reasons why managers should arrange 
their batteries so that a pitcher can have 
the same catcher. 


"I have learned that 1 can pitch best 


to one catcher, because we come to un- 
derstand each other's strong and weak 
points and play accordingly," he said 
today. 


"Harmony in action and thought 
is 


gained when the battery men 
worn 


together regularly, 
and 
without 
that 


neither pitcher nor catcher is able to do 
his best. The pitcher has enough to do 
without trying to please a catcher who 
does not understand him. 
The pitcher 


understands why the catcher's judgment 
differs with his only when they work 
together 
regularly. 
Each knows tnsn 


lust what the other can do. 


A catcher who does not know his 


Pitcher's strong and -weak points often 
makes mistakes, anrl one little 'slip has 
lost many a ball game. 


"The, advantage is just as strong for 


the catcher. The fans know a lot more 
base ball than they did a few years 
ag-o. but they have not learned that the 
catcher is not to blame for most stolen 
bases. A good catcher can throw out a 
good base runner if the runner is held 
close to the base and. the bail is pitched 
so he does not lose Ms balance in getting 
it. When the base runner is allowed too 
much of a lead the catcher is hurried 
and often his throw goes wild. 


"Sandow Merles, a former Giant out- 


fielder, took advantage of pitchers al- 
lowing him a big lead and the posslbillty 
of an error when the catcher made a 
hurried throw. 
If the pitcher was nap- 


ping he was. oft. I've . seen-him steal 
second and third bases dozens of times 
but, he never started without a big lead' 
The fault was always with the pitcher 


"The 
pitcher should study the base 


runner and the catcher the batter. Bat- 
tery men learn to respect each other's 


judgment Iri this-only by playing together 
regularly. The pitcher cannot watch the 
base runner it he has to figure out -what 
to give the batter. 
I have often been 


caught napping by the base runner -when 
I gave too much attention to the bat- 
ter. 


"Baseball is a mental as• well as'a 


Physical battle. 
You've got to attack' a

The Wisconsin bill is, of course, an 


experimental measure; hut its practical 
terms have appealed so strongly to ev- 
ery faction that for the first time in the 
state's history there has been present- 
ed the spectacle of social democrats, 
labor members, insurgent 
republic.! us.

the Wisconsin bill had to be made op- 
tional In .theory. The scale of compen- 
sation, in other words, is to be paid 
by employers only in- cases Where they 
file their election to come in under the 
act. 
Their employes also, must agree 


to accept the scheduled compensation 
In case of accident or death. 


This election on the employers' part, 


by the way, is made automatic. 
Un- 


less he files a statement refusing tt> 
accept the conditions of the act and 
announcing his determination to stand 
on his common law rights, it is to be 
presumed that he accepts the compen- 
sation. 


Under the proposed Wisconsin act, 


the employe of an employer who is un- 
der the act must accept compensation. 
He has waived his common-law rights 
and cannot sue. Thus the employer is 
freed 
from 
liability beyond that set 


forth -in the -act. 


It might be thought that few employ- 


ers in Wisconsin would come under 
the act, so long as It is optional; but 
the. legislature 
has guarded against 


this contingency. In the first two sec- 
tions of the Bill two of the-three pres- 
ent-common-law -defenses are abrogat- 
ed' absolutely.

ence, the board 'will 'send an examiner. 
This examiner will take the sworn testi- 
mony, examine the existing-.conditions 
and report back' to the 'board. 
Within 


a limited time the board- must, an- 
nounce.its award. This award is to be 
final.' unless 
certain-conditions .make 


possible an appeal to the circuit court. 
Under the constitution, provision had 
to-be made.for appeal to the courts. 


It is 'believed, though; that few such 


appeals 
v.;ill . be made, and that the 


board's awards will be final in most 
cases. Th'is-system, it Is believed, .will 
cut down' the enormous wasted of the 
present system, under which injured 
employes must sue. and, in case they 
obtain a verdict, pay to their attorney 
anywhere from '25 to "0 per cent, of the 
amount recovered. "

Telephonic announcement from In- 


Uaiiapolis to Superintendent A. E. Car- 
roll, of the Indiana school for feeble- 
nlnded youth. Is to the effect that the 
lolnt session of the ways and means 
•ommlttee of the house and th« senate 
iad decided to report favorably upon 
he requeut for an appropriation of 
180,000 for the construction of a new 
lospltal at the elate school. 


Mr. Carroll returned last evening 


rom Indianapolis, where he appeared 
jeforo the committee to urg« the ne- 
cessity for the appropriation. "The 
wilding we. have now." said he to th« 
•ommittee, "Is not suited for hospital 
work. 
It accommodates 
only 
thirty 


beds and is not at all ample. We have 
10 isolation wards. ]-ast winter 
In 


three weeks' time we had forty cases 
of scarlet fever. 
At another time we 


had 150 coses of measles. There are 
seventeen cases of diphtheria in the 
institution now and we have no means 
of isolating them. Because of our lim- 
ited hospital facilities It Jias been 'cus- 
tomary to send patients hack to their 
quarters before tliey were ready to RO. 
Two years ago wo requested this hos 
pltal. but we were told that there was 
no money for it because of the erection 
of the several new state Institutions. 
We withdrew the request with a sort of 
tentative understanding that we should 
get tho money this time. 


"Wo wish to build a hospital that 


will provide ,120 beds. 
We" want a 


building two stories high, with a base- 
ment. 
The $80.000 is ample to build 


the hospital and equip It. We have 
asked $20.000 for remodeling the olc 
hospital building into a cottage that 
will .accommodate from eighty to one 
hundred inmates. Tills building, how- 
ever, will have to be occupied as a 
hospital until a new one Is built and 
the appropriation tor remodeling It can 
go over until the next session." 


While the committee's recommen,d,i- 


tlon floes not necessarily assure the 
appropriation. Us action Is regarded as 
very encouraging by those who appre- 
ciate the need for the new hospital a 
the state Institution in .Fort Wayne.
